The Waukegan Gazette of Wednes- 
day, Aug. 2, in attempting to give the 
Lotus beds of Grass Lake a little write 
up, comes out with the following 'gem' 
which we herewith reprint just as it 
appeared: 

"What is said to be the largest beds 
■of golden lotus in the United States is 
now in full bloom at Round Lake. The 
plants cover about 200 acres of the 
lake's surface and make a rarely beau- 
tiful picture. How the States is now 
in full bloom at Grass is a mystery. 
They are found no where else than in 
this state, in the vicinity of New 
OrleanB and in Egypt The fact that 
there are numerous mounds in this 
vicinity gives rise to the* theory that 
the seeds may have been carried from 
the' old world by the mound builders. 
It is more probable, however, that 
some explorer brought them, for they 
were here when this port of the state 
was settled."

And although it 
is not stated just what lakes they are

Fred Hannahs, Jr., Urbana Kupfer 
and W. Blair, all well known young 
men of Kenosha, had a gamble, with 
death at "Devil's Turn?' near Rusesll, 
just before -midnight Saturday night 
when the brake on their automobile 
was driven by Mr. Hannahs failed to 
work and running at a high . rate of 
speed the automobile left the road and 
plowed through a barbed wire fence. 
All the men escaped without serious 
injuries, but "-all of them were badly 
scratched up and it seems almost mira- 
culous that one or more of them did 
not meet death. 

"Devil '8 Turn" is one of the worst 
pieces of road in the neighborhood of 
Russell. The road comes to an abrupt 
turn and it takes the most careful 
driving with slow spded to make the 
turn in safety. The three men in the 
car evidently did not know the road and 
without warning of danger they were 
running along at a good rate of speed. 

All the lights on the machine were 
lit and Hannahs, who is known as a 
careful driver, was at the wheel. The 
three left Kenosha just after eleven 
o'clock for a ride and had planned to 
make a swing about Russell and re- 
turn to Kenosha by early morning. 

Just as the abrupt turn in the road 
was reached Hannahs saw the danger 
and attempted to apply the brakes and 
stop the car, but the car did not stop 
soon enough and it skidded from the 
road and tore in to the fence. There 
was a lot of force behind the car and 
it hit one of the posts breaking it off 
like a pipe stem. The. car did not turn 
turtle but when the post was struck 
two of the posts were torn off and 
splintered and the car rolled over on 
its side. Blair and Kupfer were both 
thrown out and Hannahs was pined in 
by the steering wheel. The fact tl at 
the car did not turn completely^ over 
probably saved Hannahs from death. 
Kupfer was thrown seventeen paces 
from the wrecked car and when Han- 
nahs who was the first to get out from 
the wreckage of the car, found him un- 
conscious but he revived in a short 
time and it was found that he simply 
had been stunned by the shock. Blair 
esraped without injuries. As soon as 
possible the boys managed to get a car 
and returned to Kenosha and the wreck- 
ed car, fitted with new wheel's was 
brought in under its own power on 
Sunday.

Sneak thieveB, supposed to be ama- 
teurs, broke into four business places 
in North Chicago early Wednesday 
morning and got away with money and 
goods valued at several hundred dollars. 
That each place of business was secured 
by jimmying open a transon window, 
the work having all the earmarks of 
amateurs. 

The saloon of J. S. Gaerhringer at 
State and Fourteenth streets was the 
first place entered. The thieves jim- 
mied the transon oyer a rear door at 
about 1:30 o'clock and gained entrance. 
They did not touch tho cash drawer but 
made off with cigars and liquors valued 
at perhaps $15. Strong & Mangens 
cafe was the next place entered. Here 
entrance was secured in the same man- 
ner as at the first saloon. Liquors and 
cigars valued at about $10 were stolen. 
Yager & Hamlet suffered the great- 
est loss. Entrance to this store at 1726 
State street was secured by forcing 
open a rear window. Goods of various 
kinds to the value of over $100 were 
taken. The thieves broke into the 
Yager & Hamlet store at about 2 
o'clock and stayed there for some 
time. From this store they went to J. 
C. McLearns blacksmith shop, broke 
open a door and stole a small amount of 
money. 

North Chicago police are investigat- 
ing the thefts but so far have no clues 
as to who the guilty parties, are. 
Evidence they have received leads them 
to believe that two or more men or boys 
were in the party, two of the gang en- 
tering the stores while a third' remain- 
ed outside on guard. Waukegan police 
have bean notified to be on the lookout 
for suspicious characters. 



While the time for filing applications 
for the new $1,000,000 asylum for in- 
sane of Illinois, closed Wednesday night 
at midnight, it is not to be thought for 
a moment that Lake county has been 
wooing the God Morpheus ' all this 
time, and will awaken only to find the 
doors closed. 

An offer was made the commission, 
which is in session at the state capitol 
at Springfield of 1,100 acres of land in 
Cuba township, in the southern part of 
Lake county, as a site for the asylum. 

The application was made by W. F. 
Grace, who although he resides in Chi- 
cago, owns a large farm in Cuba town- 
ship. His own farm he has offered, 
and a number of neighbors have offer- 
ed tracts of land, to the commission in 
the hope that Lake county will be select- 
ed as a site for the new state institu- 
tion. 

Mr. Grace, ever since the competi- 
tion was first opened for the placing of 
the new $1,000,000 concern under the 
state government, has been seeking 
to locate that asylum in Lake county. 
Others also have been busy, and tracts 
of land have been spoken of along the 
lake shore at Lake Bluff one of the 
tracts being a huge forest in that 
village' which they claimed would make 
an ideal location. 

The institution is to cost, completed 
a little over one million of dollars. 
The asylum at Elgin has become over- 
crowded, and with the alleged increace 
of insane patients for the state to core 
for, it became necessary several years 
ago, to make some arrangements for a 
new institution. Up to the last session 
of the state legislature, little or noth- 
ing was accomplished along this line, 
but last year during the session, 
$1,000,000 was appropriated to 
chase and build the state asvlum. 

When the money for the institution 
was appropriated a commission was ap- 
pointed who were to have charge of 
the selection of a site and the super- 
vision of the construction of the build- 
ing. They have maintained offices in 
Springfield and it is claimed that many 
sites have been offered to the commis- 
sion from various parts of the state. 
One of these sites is located near RocV- 
ford. 

The site as offered by Mr. .Grace has 
many advantages over those offered by 
other residents of the state. Here the 
insane patients who are to be confined 
in the- asylum. will have 1,100 acres for 
the grounds of • the institution. The 
station will be, but an hour's ride from 
Chicago and by far the largest number 
of patients at the asylum come from 
that city and vicinity. 

' The location is in reality ideal. It 

is not far from the railroad, and ^ et 

not so near that the trains would arouse 

excite the patients.

as one of the most fertile tracts in the 
Btate. It is ideal for the class of farm 
ing which is carried on at the state in- 
stitutions, and it is to be hoped that 
Lake county will be selected as the 
Bite for the new institution.

A belated confession made by a six- 
teen-year-old boy, who had outwitted a 
coroner's jury and a half dozen detec- 
tives, cleared a mystery surrounding 
the death of Elmer Schafer, victim of 
an "Insane Fourth" at Lake Zurich 
this year. 

George Jorgensen, a cousin of the 
Schafer boy, who was 12 years old, 
made the confession. Taken on a visit 
to the scene of the tragedy— the Scha- 
fer residence at Lake Zurich — Jorgen- 
sen broke down. He told how he hod 
fired a shotgun point blank at Elmer 
Schafer and Fred Jorgensen, his broth- 
er. 

"I killed him," said the boy. "I 
didn't mean to, and yet it wasn't an 
accident. I just pointed the gun at 
the boys, and somehow or other I pull- 
ed the trigger. That's all." 

It was on the theory that solitary en- 
vironment would accompolish what 
Coroner Taylor of Lake county and his 
aids had failed to do that the boy was 
taken to the village where he spent 
the tragic Fourth. His father, heart- 
heavy but resolute, accompanied him. 
Fred, whose left eye was blinded by 
the same load that killed Elmer and 
who persistently had corroborated the 
denial heretofore made by his brother, 
did not go with the party and George, 
deprived of his fraternal support lost 
much of his self-confidence. 

Father and son went to the room 
where the shooting ostensibly had oc- 
curred and for a time sat together in 
silence. 

"George," said the elder Jorgensen 
at length, "you had better tell me 
everything." 

With his eyes downcast, the boy 
obeyed, and admitted that the- tale by 
which he and his brother had lessened 
the suspicions of the coroner and the 
police was false. 

"We were alone in the house — we 
three boys," he said. "I did shoot 
Elmer, and when I said he shot Fred 
and then shot himself, I lied. Fred 
lied, too, to shield me. 

"I was alone in a room when I saw 
the gun. The younger boys tried to 
get in. I held the door against them. 
Then they went around to the window. 
I heard them climbing up as I pointed 
the gun at the sill. -When their heads 
showed I just pulled the trigger and 
let them have it. I didn't -stop to 
think whether the gun was loaded or 
not. 

"There were no neighbors near 
enough to hear the report of the gun. 
Blood was streaming down Fred's face 
and made me realize what I had done. 
Elmer fell back to the ground. Fred 
was brave and he helped me carry ti- 
mer into the house. Fred and I deem- 
ed what we were going to say, and w e 
have stuck to it since." 

In the few brief minutes that the 
boys took to patch up their story they 
accompolished as much as an unsciupu- 
lous criminal lawyer could at a secret 
consultation with a guilty client. When 
George rushed to the residence of a 
nnighbor to say that his brother and 
Elmer were shot and that Elmer was 
either unconscious or dead, the broth- 
ers were prepared to tell a ficticious 
story that would'compare almost word 
for word one with another. 

At the inqnest, although there was 
an incriminating flaw in the narrative, 
they succeeded in baffling, their ques- 
tioners. 

They were permitted to hear state- 
ments made by each other before the 
coroner's jury but they displayed no 
nervousness. Questions Were answer- 
ed promptly and frankly, apparently." 

"Elmer was in the room and Fred 
and I started to join him," George 
told the jurors. "Elmer had the gun 
and he tired it. He hit Fred. Then 
the gun went off again and my cousin 
fell. Fred was hurt but he went with 
me while we got help." 

Only once did George show emotion 
under fire. At that time he was at- 
tending the funeral of his cousin, and 
suddenly became hysterical. 



R. A. Lugar is again confined . to his 
home, this time having fractured a bone 
in hiB left leg by a fall from his moter- 
cycle, Sunday morning. Mr. Lugar had 
been at the lotus beds taking photos, 
and about noon was on his way home 
expecting to stop at the Echo Club, for 
the purpose of also securing a view of 
that place. On account of the depth of 
the sand he was running at a very slow 
speed, and as he came to the turn 
leading from the main road to the club, 
he noticed that the wheel track was 
wide and apparently smooth. Steering 
his machine into this path, he was tak- 
en completely off his guard when the 
track suddenly narrowed to such an ex- 
tent that his machine was upset, the 
pedal striking Mr. Lugar three inches 
above the ankle with sufficient force lo 
cause the fracture. Fortunately an 
auto party was approaching at the 
time of the accident, and when the ex- 
tent of his injuries was ascertained 
one of the gentlemen making use of 
what material was at hand bound up 
the injured member, after which Mr. 
Lugar was placed in the machine and 
brought to his home here. Only a few 
weeks ago he suffered a severe injury 
to his right foot also sustained by a 
fall from his machine. At present he 
is getting on nicely.

The consolidated school, one of 
which is now in operation at Round 
Lake is to be the only system of rural 
achools in this and other counties, in 
future years, judging by the success 
which has followed upon the heels of 
the establishments of these schools in 
other states. 

At Round Lake where now the only 
consolidated school in Lake county is 
in" reality in existance, the direc- 
tors of the schools are to be asked be- 
fore the snow fies next winter to arj 
range on some manner for the transj 
portation of the scholars of the schools . 
to and from the building. The dis- 
tance which some scholars are compell- 
ed to cover reaching the school and 
their homes, is one of the greatest 
drawbacks to the consolidated schools. 

Under the old system where a school 
such as it was, was situated on nearly 
every hilltop throughout the country' 
no child was compelled to travel very 
far to their schools, but when. the dis- 
tricts are combined, and the smaller 
school houses are abolished and one 
school established as near the^o tw* *a f . ■ ■ _ — *» 
the new district as possible, it is found 
hard for many children to attend, es- 
pecially in winter when the drifts are 
piled high along the roads. 

In other states the school directory, 
have arranged the farmers, sending ?^ ' 
children to school to take turns inV 
hitching up, and taking the children 
from the entire neighborhood to the 
school and calling for then\when the 
school is out. This plan has been found 
to work extremely .favorable and may 
be attempted at Round Lake. > , , 

The consolidated school is offered as 
the only solution of the rural school 
problem, according to the government 
report on schools. In former years, 
three or four schools were operated 
but a few months out of the year and 
unsanitary conditions, poor equipment 
and in many cases poverty among the 
residents of the districts, prevented the . 
scholars from receiving all that their 
education should bring to them. 

But by combining the districts; and 
erecting a larger and finer building, 
the problem has been solved. All 
through the Western states says the 
report the consolidated school has re- 
placed the smaller districts; and the 
results are surprising. Education is a 
preventative of pauperism, continues i- — """ 
the report, especially in this later day. 
In former years it was not. as neces- 
sary for every one to have the educa- 
tion to fit them to battle with life, but 
now, a large percent of the pauperism 
is to be found in many states covered 
by this report is attributable directly 
to lack of education.

I of Folly. 




OPTIMI8M PREVAIL* IN BERLIN 
AND PARIS OVER MOROC- 
CAN CONTROVERSY. 



GERMANY MODIFIES DEMANDS 



Any one who has ever attempted to 
'light the police of Paris has been woe- 
fully defeated, and an American auto- 
mobllist who has just made a heroic 
attempt to resist this powerful insti- 
tution has met his Waterloo like all 
his predecessors. Returning from a 
drive to the suburbs one day last 
summer, he made a mistake of three 
liters in the declaration of the amount 
of petrol In his tank. He refused to 
pay the penalty and was taken, hand- 
cuffed, to the police depot. Proceed- 
ings were instituted against him and 
the refractory automobilist was sen- 
tenced to a fine of ?20 and costs. As 
an alternative he might choose one 
month's imprisonment. "I shull go to 
prison," be said. 

Some time passed and he was not 
molested. He imagined that the po- 
lice had forgotten all about him. But 
one morning as he was coming out ot 
his house two policemen laid their 
hands on him and took him a second 
time to the depot, where he was put 
In a cell with common criminals. He 
Bpent the whole day here, and in tho 
evening he was taken with the rest of 
the prisoners — one of them a noto- 
rious apache — to the Sante jail. 

The following morning he was of- 
fered the usual pittance in an old 
prison can, the very sight of which 
disgusted him, and he Tefused it. Ho 
asked for some food to be sent to him 
from outside and offered to pay, but 
this favor was refused, because, he 
was told, he was only "transitory" at 
the prison and no account could be 
opened for him. He did without food 
the whole day, and the following 
morning the same food was offered 
him and again declined. 

In the afternoon he was put in the 
dark police omnibus and after hours 
of jolting over tho rough suburban 
paved streets, he was landed at the 
general prison of Fresnes. Here, on 
the third day, the common prison fa^6 
was again offered to him. He was 
unable to take It and, at last, after a 
heroic fast of 72 hours, he preferred 
to pay the tine and costs and was re-. 
leased. The police had had its way 
and it would be a good lesson to any 
foreigner who might be tempted in a 
Blmilar case to protest. Better pay 
any small penalty at once than to 
arouse the wrath of the terrible ln-^

How Perfume Is Weighed. 
It was the Italian physician Salvi- 
-orrt'who devised a microbalance of 
Buch extreme delkacy that it clearly 
demonstrated the loss of weight of 
musk by volatilization.

The essential part of the apparatus 
is a very thin thread of glass, fixed 
at one end and extended horizontally.

Rambouillet. France.— At the close 
of tho cabinet meeting, over which 
President Fallleres presided, two of- 
ficial announcements wero made.

Rosy optimism, how- 
ever, is not manifested. 

Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg 
and Foreign Secretary Baron von 
Klderlen-Waechter departed from hero 
to Join Emperor William, who will 
arrive at Swinemunde from his cruise 
In northern wnters. Definite predic- 
tions cannot be made before this 
meeting^ 

Paris, France. — Greater optimism 
prevails at the capital though it is 
admitted that negotiations with Great 
Britain regarding the Moroccan af- 
fairs remain difficult 

The treatment of Premier Asqulth 
in the British house of commons and 
premier Caillaux's advice to tho 
French to keep cool and be prudent 
relieved the tension at *a moment 
when relief was most needed and the 
discreet military preparations of the 
government were giving rise to the 
apprehension that war was possible. 

These preparations include orders to 
the cavalry to bo ready for the field I 
at the first signal, the heavy provision.- J 
ing of forts on the easAenTfrontier by 
special supply^ train's run out of Paris 
at nlghfc-'SHnY the mustering of all 
^glinents to their full quota. 

It Is understood that Baron von 
Klderlen-Waechter, the German for- 
eign secretary, who Is conducting the 
negotiations with Jules Cambon, 
French ambassador at Berlin, has 
modified hlB original program, and is 
asking for n part Instead of the whole 
of the coast of French Kongo, but 
names other conditions which France 
would find difficulty In accepting. 
Nevertheless, there is a strong feel- 
ing that a Solution -..'ill be found. 

Tho papers welcome Mr. Asquith's 
speech as clarifying tho situation and 
hastening a settlement The Figaro 
understands that Emperor William 
told personal friends that the Moroc- 
can question could bo settled amicably 
with Franco. 

London. — The Moroccan crisis is 
practically ended. At least this is the 
opinion of the English public, al- 
though the foreign office Is careful to 
point out that the negotiations are not 
simple and may drag on for months. 

Germany, according to tho English 
view, has made a bluff, which is being 
promptly called, and she is now pro- 
paring to withdraw. 

In discussing the crisis, however, 
even serious-minded BritlBhers are In- 
variably of the opinion that It would 
be far better for England if war with 
Germany should come now than later, 
as seems probable, when the German 
navy will have been strengthened. 

They also feel England would bet- 
ter come to blows with Germany over 
Morocco, or some question In which 
France Is directly Interested, than on 
a question In which England and Ger- 
many only are concerned. In tho for- 
mer case England would be assured 
of the assistance of France, while In 
the latter France might without dis- 
honor offer sympathy, but stand aside 
when It came to a fight 



Washington.— That charges were 
mado to Attorney General. Charles J. 
Bonaparte during his term of office 
that the United States Steel* corpora- 
tion gave refund of three dollars a ton 
to the harvester combine companies 
was revealed to the house "steel truBt" 
investigating committee. Representa- 
tive Stanley of Kentucky, chairman of 
the committee, introduced into tho 
proceedings a voluminous report on 
tho harvester trust made to Mr. Bona- 
parte in 1908 by Burdette C. Town- 
send, a special investigator of tho de- 
partment, now assistant district attor- 
ney of Oregon. 

In describing the organization of 
the group of larger companies In the 
Harvester combine the McCormlcks, 
Deerlng, Piano, Wardner, Bushnell, 
Glessner and tho Milwaukee Harves- 
ter companies, Mr. Townsend reported 
to Mr. Bonaparte: 

"it appears that there was an un- 
usual concentration of the capital 
stock of theso flvo companies. It 
waB all owned and controlled by four 
families, tho McCormickB, the Deer- 
ings, the Joneses and the Glessners. 
The pooling of their, holdings was all 
that was necessary to creato a trust 
All .these people lived in Chicago. 

"He is a good builder and receives 
fabulouB fees for his work. George 
W. Perkins is his associate." 

Attorney General Wickersham, sum- 
moned as a witness, testified that he 
had never seen the Townaend report 
before. He promised that Townsend 
would testify later. He did not know 
why the harvester case was not 
pressed in 1908-09. "I surmised," he 
added, "that the cbbo was held up 
pending the Supremo court decisions 
In the tobacco and Standard Oil caaes 
Involving the same points." 

Mr. Stanley announced that a sub- 
poena had been issued for Mr. Bona- 
parte, who is now in Canada, and that 
an effort would be made to ascertain 
from him and from other government 
officials why there had not been a 
prosecution of tho International Har- 
vester company upon Townsend's 
charges.

Ottawa, Ont— Premier Lauricr has 
mado a direct appeal to the people of 
Canada for an Indorsement of reci- 
procity at an election which is Bet for 
September 21 next 

Obstruction by the opposition hav- 
ing made it clear that the government 
could not bring the reciprocity bill to 
a vote in the houso of commons, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier recommended tho dis- 
solution of parliament and Governor 
General Earl Grey Issued the edicL 
Both sides expressed satisfaction at 
this prospect of a final test of 
strength. 

If Sir Wilfrid Laurier is returned to 
power, bb ^c'Joniidontly expectB, the 
L reciprocity bill will bo passed soon 
after tho reassembling of parliament, 
and at an agreed date both the United 
States and Canada will put the neces- 
sary tariff changes into effect. 

If tho opposition wins a majority, 
which appearB next to impossible now, 
R, L. Borden, its leader, will become 
premier, reciprocity will bo dropped 
and Canada will remain a high tariff 
country deBlrous of continuing the 
present tariff relations with the 
United States. 

It Is generally agreed that the two 
monthB' campaign before Ihe country 
will be vigorous. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurer and his minis- 
ters will .take the stump and conduct 
platform campaigns In all the prov- 
inces. Tho prime minister will con- 
fine his attention to the central prov- 
inces of Quebec, while Mr. Fielding, 
minister of finance, who helped to 
draft the reciprocity agreement, will 
devote his attention to tho maritime 
provinces. On tho opposition side 
Robert L. Borden, their leader, will 
give the most of his time to Ontario 
and Nova Scotia. 



Washington. — Senator La Follette 
pressed a compromise wool bill to Its 
passage through the senate by a com- 
bination of the Democratic and in- 
surgent Republican forces. Tho mea- 
sure cuts tho duty on raw wool to 
35 per cent ad valorem, and maKes 
corresponding reduction on woolen 
r-anufnetures. 

Tho result came about after Sena- 
tor La Folletto's original substitute 
bill, carrying a duty on raw wool of 
40 per cent., and the wool bill passed 
by tho houso of representatives, car- 
rying an ad valorem on raw wool of 
20 per cent, both had been defeated. 
Tin voto on tho new measure was 
48 to 22. 

Tho house wool bill waa defeated 
In tho senate by a vote of 44 to 36. 
Senator Brown of Nebraska was the 
only Republican voting with the 
Democrats for tho bill. Tho La Fol- 
lette amendment to the revision meas- 
ure was defeated, 66 to 14. 

A motion by La Folletto to recon- 
Bldcr tho voto by which tho houso 
bill was defeated, so as to throw open 
again the entire question of revising 
the wool schedule, waB adopted by a 
vote of 49 to 31.

ATTORNEY HIT BY E. C. LEWIS 

St. Louis Publisher Charges Leonard 
Goodwin of Chicago With Exploit- 
In Mall-Order Houses. 

Washington.— The sensational charge 
was made before the house commit- 
tee Investigating the postoffico depart- 
ment that Leonard Goodwin, a Chi- 
cago lawyer, and brother of Russell P.. 
Goodwin, assistant attorney general 
for tho postofflco department, was ex- 
ploiting mail-order houses throughout 
tho country, telling them ho could ar- 
range any trouble they might have 
through a denial of mail privileges, 

etc. 

The charge was made by B. G. Lew- 
is, president of a publishing company 
in St Louis, recently denied the sec- 
ond-class privileges. Lewis also de- 
clared that postofflco Inspectors at St. 
Louis had been told to uso whatever 
methods they pleased "to put Lewis 
out of business" and "to shut Lewis 
up before the next campaign." This 
was the campaign of 1908. 



Erie, Pa.— After a trial lasting ten 
day, Gilbert B. Perkins, president of 
the Perkins' Union Detective agency 
of Pittsburg, and Charles Franklin, 
manager of the concern's Philadelphia 
office, were convicted of attempted 
extortion. 

Perkins, who 1b seventy years of 
age, was sentenced to. three years In 
the government prison at Leaven- 
worth, Kan., and Franklin was given 
a one-year sentence. 

The case has attracted widespread 
interest on account of tho prominence 
of those who wero behind tho prose- 
cution. 

Charles H. Strong, president of the 
local electric light company, and son- 
in-law of former Congressman Wil- 
liam L. Scott, was tho man from 
whom tho detectives wero charged 
with attempting to obtain $50,000. 

Perkins and Franklin were indicted 
on tho charge of writing and sending 
through the United States mails sev- 
eral letters to Strong and his wife de- 
manding $50,000. These were signed 
"Black Hand." 

The letters followed the desecration 
of the Scott mausoleum In the Erio 
cemetery last February.

Display of Bitterness and Decision for 
Utmost Publicity Are Net Re- 
sults of Hearing' Before 
Judiciary Body. 
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Midshipmen May Early Become Ensigns 

IF congresB acts - favorably on a 
recommendation made by the board 
of visitors to the United States Naval 
pcadomy and indorsed by tho secre- 
tary of the navy, & young man who 
has completed the course at the acade- 
my will be commissioned an ensign on 
graduation. Under the present law. a 
graduate does not get his commission 
as an ensign until he has completed 
the two years' crulBo at sea. This law, 
It is asserted, discriminates against 
the . graduates of the Naval academy. 
A graduate from the Military academy 
at West Point gets his commission as 
a second lieutenant on the day of grad- 
uation, and a salary, which a graduate 
of the Naval academy cannot obtain 
until bo .has taken his two years' 
cruise. 

. Midshipmen receive $600 a year 
while at tho Naval academy, under the 
new pay table, and during tho two 
years they spend at sea they receive 
$1,400 'annually. . Not until they have 
passed their final graduation— that Is 
to say, not until thoy have completed 
their. two years' cruise — can thoy get 
the $1,700 which Is paid to graduates 
;frora West Point to become second 
lieutenants and rank with ensigns. 

The board of visitors to the acade- 
my has been urged to favor another 



change in the regulations of the 
school, but it has not yet consented 
to do so. This change, if granted, 
would raise the -bar which now pre- 
vents a midshipman from marrying un- 
til he has completed his "two years* 
cruise, or jn other words, has obtained 
his commission as ensign., 

Tho prohibition against marrying 
until final graduation is based on the 
assumption that the midshipman la 
not receiving salary enough to. enable 
him to support a wife. ' Tho plea is 
made that this* regulation discrimi- 
nates against the raldBhlpmen. There 
Is no bar to a graduate of West Point 
marrying as soon as he receives his 
commission as second lieutenant. 

"The board of visitors to the Naval 
academy hopes to be able to persuade 
President Taft to recommend In his 
December message to congress that 
.midshipmen bo made ensigns on the 
day of graduation; 



Uncle Sam Fights to Save the Salmon 




IN the interest of Alaskan salmon 
the extermination of the fresh-wa- 
ter sculpln, called also "miller's 
thumb," "bullhead," or. "blob." Is 
urgently demanded. It is a worthless 
fish, with a tendency to feed on sal- 
mon fry and salmon eggs, and has a 
voracious appetite and wonderful di- 
gestive apparatus. . 

Barton A. Bean and Alfred C. Weed 
of the division of fishes. United States 
National museum, recently havo Inves- 
tigated, the "blob" arid find that"it 1b 
extremely destructive to salmon eggs, 
Theso fish. have no trouble gathering 
in. the fry, two or, threo Inches long, 
and occasionally manage to corner 
some larger ones, . 

Fourteen blobs were found to havo 
made way with 39 salmon and 40 eggs, 
!an average of almost threo salmon 
land a little over throe eggs for each 
fish. These blobs were not at all par- 



ticular about holding to tho average, 
as Borne of them had exceeded It mate- 
rially, nor did they bear out the theory 
well known to every fisherman that 
the bait Is first turned by the fish and 
swallowed head foremost. The blobs, 
It seems, eat them both ways. 

The destructive average of the blob 
is estimated at six salmon a day, 
which Is maintained for about sixty 
'days a year. This would make the de- 
structive capacity of one fish total 360 
salmon annually, to say nothing of the 
little trout gathered In and sometimes 
Utflo blobs. The latter kind of feed- 
ing, however, meets with tho approval 
of the fish experts. 

Blobs In general aro bottom fish and 
prefer to remain hidden under stones, 
etc. It Is just |n similar places that 
young salmon and trout hide at cer- 
tain hours of the day, usually when 
tho sun is hottest. It Is then that tho 
blobs can got them with tho least dif- 
ficulty. For this reason. It Is belloved, 
the stomach contents of each of the 
blobs examined represented one day's 
feeding and that under proper condi- 
tions (when the salmon eggs or young 
salmon aro available) the Bamo 
amount would be eaten each day.

The disposal of farm household 
sewage is a problem . which isalwayB 
with us, and which deserves- much 
more careful attention than Is usual- 
ly given to It In fact, in the great 
majority of Instances, practically^ no , 
attention is, paid to the problem, and 
scarcely- any attempt is made to dis- 
pose of the house slope and wastes In 
a systematic or sanitary way. In 
large cities, and in communities 
where there is a comparatively large 
amount- of- sewage to be disposed of, 
which can be economically included In 
one system, extensive installations 
are made, and the most careful pro- 
visions are taken to thoroughly and 
efficiently dispose of it. It is In small 
communities, of scattered population, 
or in conditions of comparative Isola- 
tion, as on the farm, that a small sys- 
tem which can be installed with little 
expense, and which will require little 
care, Is necessary. 

The principles underlying . complete 
sewage disposal aro tho Bamo, wheth- 
or applied to large or small systemo. 
Modern developments have demon-, 
strated that tho process is partly me- 
chanical and partly bacterial, and 
while the latter 1b extremely impor- 
tant, the former is not to be disre- 
garded. The preliminary treatment is 
applied and occurs within a container 
or sewage tank which is an essential 
part of the disposal syrtom. The sew- 
age should .bo retained in this tank 
undisturbed long enough to allow the 
action of the anaerobic bacteria to be 
completed. Tho function of the anaer- 
bolc bacteria, so-called because their 
existence and action Is possible with- 
out the presence of«. oxygen, is to 
break up the organic constituents of 
the sewage to a large extent, mineral- 
izing it and rendering it unobjection- 
able. Tho aerobic bacteria, or those 
living in the presenco of oxygen, ren- 
der these mineralized matters Into 
such form as can be utilized by vege- 
table life. 

A typical sewago system, then, 
which theoretically Bhould dispose of 
sewage completely, consists of a set- 
tling tank from whoso bottom solid, 
Insoluble substances may be removed 
and in which the anaerobic bacteria 
carry on their work, and of a distribut- 
ing agency, which will distribute tho 
sewage so that it can be absorbed or 
evaporated to as great an extent as 
possible. Much sewage which Is of 
semi-solid nature, Is rendered liquid 
by tho anaerobic bacteria. 

Owing to a number of circum- 
stances, thorough purification of sew- 
age, that is, comploto destruction of 
all objectionable matter, is not ac- 
complished in the settling tank. Thoro- 
forb provision must be mode for fur- 
ther purification, which must be car- 
ried on until the resulting effluent is 
free from dangerous materials ThlB, 
in a small system, Is best accomplish- 
ed by periodically discharging the con- 



tents of tho settling tank into a sys- 
tem of tile laid with open joints in a 
porous soil. The tile may be of ordi- 
nary burnt clay kind, and should be 
laid not more than a foot below the 
surface of the ground. , 

The accompanying sketch illustrates 
diagrammatlcally such a system as 
would operate under the foregoing 
principle. A is the inlet pipe, a 4- 
lnch vltrlflod drain tile leading from 
the sinks and closets at the house, and 
having as groat a pitch as possible, in 
order to give groat velocity to the 
flow; this will keep the tile clean by 
effectually flushing them. • The pipe 
discharges into tho 'settling tank, 
where the solid particles settle to the 
bottom and whero the anaerobic bac- 
teria operate A scum forms on the 
surface of the sowago In this tank, 
and this should be undisturbed, as It 
acts as a protection for tho bacteria. 
Tho T pipe conectlon at B permits 1 tho 
flow from one tank Into the other in 
such a way that tho sowago In the 
first tank is. practically undisturbed. 
At C is- one -form of a commercial 
siphon, which operates Intermittently. 
As tho second tank fills, the pressure • 
of the liquid column gradually lessens 
the height of the air column under 
the cap, until finally the liquid runs 
over the lip of tho pipe, when slphonlo 
action begins, and continues until tho 
tank is omptiod. B Is an emergency 
outlet pipe, whose opening 1b higher 
than B, so that in caso tho siphon does 
not operate the sewage will be dis- 
charged into the distributing system 
anyway. 

At D is tho beginning of the distri- 
buting system. It is simply a system 
of common drain tile, laid as above 
described.. The partially decomposed 
and liquified sewago la discharged In- 
to It periodically, and from there it is 
absorbed Into the surrounding soil and 
acted upon by aerobic bacteria. The 
discharges should bo so timed that 
the soil will havo an opportunity to 
dry out between applications of sew- 
age, for If the soil Is kept soaked and 
soggy continually, it will result In the 
destruction of the bacteria them- 
selves, since none of tho oxygen nec- 
essary to their life can roach them. 
Tho distributing system should be 
long enough, with mains and laterals, 
to permit of four or five feet of length 
for each gallon of so wage discharged. 
Under ordinary conditions, household 
sowago will amount to about twonty- 
five gallons per day. With this as- 
sumption, tho slzo of the siphon cham- 
ber can be regulated so that tho si- 
phon will operate at any desired Inter- 
vals. 

Such a system as this can be install- 
ed at a cost of not to exceed $100, and 
is Infinitely more sanitary and satis- 
factory than the present usual provis- 
ions for disposing of Bewago. A num- 
ber of Installations of this typo, or of 
modifications of it, have been made, 
and appear to givo general satisfac- 
tion. - 



Washington.— Charges of "bribery" 
and "graft" were bandied when tho 
two Wickershams— the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States and the dele- 
gate from Alaska — faced each other 
at a hearing before the house, commit 
tee on Judiciary on government affairs 
in the northwestern territory. 

The question of the insufficiency of 
what the delegate declared was proof 
that the attorney general "purpose- 
ly shielded and defended Alaska syn- 
dicate criminals against punishment" 
arose. 

Representative Sterling suggested 
that Delegate Wlckersham's charges 
Indicated, only failure of the depart- 
ment of justice to prosecute. 

"Oh, ho has gone way beyond that," 
Interrupted Attorney General Wlck- 
ersham. 

"Yes," said Delegate WickerBham, 
"I insist there was a deliberate at- 
tempt to protect" 

The delegate declared that United 
States Marshal H. K. Love, who fig- 
ured In the Cunningham coal land 
cases, had discharged a deputy named 
Bowers, who was also jailer at Kod ink, 
because he "wouldn't givo np the 
graft." 

"He wouldn't pay Love $100 a month 
out of what he received for the board 
of prisoners," the delegate ex- 
plained. 

Delegate Wlckersham, a Repub- 
lican, reviewed his attempts to have 
the department of justice move against 
D. H. Jarvis of tho Alaska syndicate 
and J. H. Bullock of the John J. 
Sesnor company for alleged conspir- 
acy on government coal contracts, 
whereby he alleges the government 
lost $50,000. 

The delegate charged that federal 
officials in Alaska had been bribed. 

Representative Howland of Ohio de- 
manded that he prove that statement 
"I. will before I finish," declared the 
delegate. 

The delegate discussed the attitude 
of the attorney general on the charges 
of coal frauds, on which he said he 
had submitted proof to the attorney 
general's department In 1908. * 

"Do you believe that the evidence 
you have submitted is proof that the 
attorney general shielded these peo- 
ple?" asked Representative Littleton. 
"I do; don't you?" 
"I do not," Mr. Littleton emphatic- 
ally replied. 

Several members of the judiciary 
committee objected to tho wide range 
of Delegate Wiskersham's testi- 
mony. 

"His charges against the attorney 
genernl were publicly made," said 
Mr. Littleton, "and tho failure* or suc- 
cess of his attempt to prove his 
charges ought to be just as pub- 
lic." 

Delegate Wlckersham declared he 
did not withdraw any of his charges. 
The committee decided to lot him 
submit all possible evidence designed 
to substantiate such charges.

TUBERCULOUS FARM' ANIMALS 

By CHARLES F. BRISCOE AND W. J. 

MacNEAL. 

University of Illinois. 

1. Recognition of tuberculosis In 
dairy cattle depends almost entirely 
upon the tuberculin test. 

2. Tho positive tuberculin test Is ac- 
curate in about 98 per cent, of the 
cases, as shown by slaughter; tho neg- 
ative test Is not so reliable. 

3. For handling the tuberculosis 
cow, one of tho following methods Is 
advised: 

a. In advanced caseB where there 
are physical signs of tho disease or 
iwhen the cow is not very desirable for 
breeding or dairy purposes, slaughter 
under Inspection Is best 

b. When it is desirable to keep the 
reacting cow for: tho purposes men- 
tioned above, the Bang method is rec- 
ommended especially to largo Btock 
owners. 

c. For owners of smaller herds the 
modified, Bang method by meanB of a 
stock owners' association, so tho tu- 
berculous animal may bo further re- 
moved from tho healthy herd, Is to be 
ro'comraended. 

4. The responsibility of ridding 
farm anlmalB of tuberculosis must be 
placed upon tho stock owner before 
there can. bo-any hopo of permanent 
success; for only tho stock owner can 
keep close watch over hlB herd. 

5. The state will havo her share 
of responsibility in formulating rules 
and regulations, providing for froe 
tuberculin testing, and carrying out a 
ByBtenr of popular and special educa* 
toln upon the subject of animal tu- 
berculosis. • , l 



ADVICE FOR JELLY MAKERS 

By N. E. GOLDTHWAITE, 
University of Illinois. 

1.. Fruit Juice to be used for Jelly 
making must contain pectin. It must 
also be acidic. 

2. Juices which are to be used for 
jolly making Bhould bo cooked out of 
tho fruit 

3. Tho most common causes of fall- 
uro in Jelly making Is an ovorpropor- 
tlon* of sugar to Juice, i. e.7 to tho 
pectin In the Juice. 

4. A short, quick test In Jelly mak- 
ing Is preferable to. a test which in- 
volves a wasto of time. 

6. There need be ho "second" qual- 
ity of Jelly. All may be of first qual- 
ity if tho Juice 1b properly extracted 
and handled. 

0. Experiments so far indicate that 
tho mean-boiling process in Jelly mak- 
ing Is preferablo to tho lohg-bolllng, or 
to tho short-bolllng process. 

7. Any given Juice, when once the 
boiling is begun, Bhould bo transform- 
ed Into Jelly as • rapidly as possible. 

8. Tho timo necessary for tho boil- 
ing of a quantity of Jelly apparently 
varies with several factors: The pro- 
portion of sugar to Juice, the roportion 
of pectin In tho Juice, and possibly, 
too, with tho acidity of the' Juice. 

0. Tho hot jollies should be poured 
at once Into hot sterilized glasses, and 
after having "set," Bhould bo carefully 
sealed. 

10. Joilles from but slightly acid 
fruits be made by adding a vegetable 
acid to tho juice, but tho process 1b not 
recommended except in the case of 

Is woe t apple, or quln,o Juices. 



Plan for Dissolution of OH Trust An- 
nounced — Stock to Be Dis- 
tributed' Soon. 

New York. — H. C. Folger, secretary 
of the Standard Oil company, an- 
nounced In a formal statement to 
stockholders the plan of distribution 
of tho stock of the subsidiary com- 
panies to comply with the "rule of 
reason" laid down to the trust recent- 
ly by the Supreme court of the United 
States. 

Tho stocli of the subsidiary com- 
panies will be distributed pro rata 
among tho stockholders of record with 
tho parent corporation on September 1 
last. The plan of reorganization, as 
announced, contemplates the restora- 
tion of the original companies of 
which tho giant combine is com- 
posed. „ 

The Supreme court of the United 
States adjudged the Standnrd Oil com- 
bine in restraint of trade and a viola- 
tor of the Sherman anti-trust law in a 
decision handed down on May 1C last. 
The corporation was ordered to dis- 
solve and was given six months to 
conform to the court's decree. Since 
that time there has been much specu- 
lation concerning the method the cor- 
poration would take to comply with 
tho judicial mandate. 

The-outstandlng stock of the Stand- 
ard Oil company 1b said to bo In the 
hands of 8,000 stockholders. Many of 
them have small lots of from one 
share to one hundred shares. These 
small shareholders will receive frac- 
tional shares of each of the subsidiary 
companies.

states of the central- west, 
northwest and Pacific coast 
are barley and hops, both of 
which require considerable care In 
cultivation. The chief market for the 
better grades of barley Is the malting 
industry, which supplies principally 
the brewing and distilling trades. The 
principal and almost exclusive market 
for hops is the brewing industry. 

For a number of years American 
and European scientists have devoted 
much inquiry to these crops for the 
purpose of deciding upon which prop* 
exiles are conditioned their value to 
the consumer. 

With regard to barley, there ia con- 
siderable difference of opinion, the 
views of American and European in- 
vestigators diverging- to an extent 
With regard to hops, scientific inquiry 
has not yet proceeded far enough to 
state with any degree of. certainty 
which are the leading characters of 
the plant that make up its value to 
the manufacturer who uses it 

Dopartments of Agrioulturo Study 
Barley and Hops. 

The agronomlflta and chemists of the 
State Agricultural colleges and several 
specialists of the -United States de- 
partment of agriculture have dovoted 
a great deal of timo to tho study of 
barley and hops and their improve- 
ment They have been advising the 
farmers to devote attention to the pro- 
duction of those properties In these 
crops which are most desired by the 
consumer. In this work, however, 
they have met with considerable dilll- 
culty from the fact that they have 
been unable to state positively what 
those properties are that the consumer 
desires.

the. seed, not only In tho matter of 
fanning out all dead and degenerate 
berries, so as to seed only good and 
live grain tnd produce a good crop 
where no grains will fall to sprout, 
but also because there has been a lack 
of uniformity as to vnrlety or strain. 
This Is perhaps of more than ordinary 
Importance in the case of barley and 
is one of the matters that. will engage 
tho attention of the barley and hop ex- 
hibition nt Chicago in October, 1011. 
The barley which is used for malting 
purposes Is put through on artificial 
process of sprouting in mass, In which 
necessarily all grains are treated alike; 
It stands to reason, however, that 
where plump and thin grains, mellow 
and flinty ones, starchy and albuminous 
grains nro all steeped and sprouted 
under like conditions they will neces- 
sarily grow differently and cannot yield 
a uniform malt This causes serious 
troubles to the consumer when he 
works up tho malt in the further proc- 
esses of manufacture and makea It 
difficult for him to finish off a uniform 
product It stand 3 to reason that 
where tho different kinds of grains aro 
all seeded In the same soil In like man- 
ner at tho same season' and grow under 
the some weather conditions the ber* 
rles of different characters cannot pos- 
Bibly develop alike. The result will bo 
an uneven stand, differences In tho 
tune of maturing, different action in 
tho stack, etc. 

Pedigree Grain. 

Different strains of barley will grow 
differently on different soils aud In 
different climates. 

In order to produce the best crops 
which will also be tho most nbundunt 
it Is therefore necessary to use puro 
strains, or, as the scientists call them, 
"pedigree" grain, where all the berries 
are of tho same variety or strain and 
will behave alike under similar condi- 
tions. It is nlso necessury to find by 
experiment what particular strain Is 
best suited to certain soils and ell-

We 
can help one another If you children 
keep sensible about it.' 

"The result 1b, as you see, that 
mother is more like a sister to us 
than she is like an elderly person, 
who might become tiresome. Mother 
never Is. I know young women 
whose mothers are their worst prob- 
lem, because the mothers assume that 
they can never learn anything from 
their children— that It would Impair 
their maternal dignity to have an Im- 
provement suggested to them. Those 
young women have not half so much 
real respect for their mothers as we 
huve for ours, and It Is* Impossible for 
thera to enjoy and love their mothers 
as they should, because they are liv- 
ing In two different atmospheres.

Our mother keeps step right along 
with us,- because she has been will- 
ing t<> learn in one of the ways which 
was open to her after some others 
were closed. 

"If there is doubt about the pro- 
nunciation of a word, for Instance, 
we take it to the dictionary !n prayer, 
just as if mother was no older thnn 
the rest of us, and if any of us have 
been mispronouncing it we change 
our ways. Wo keep constantly edu- 
cating one another, and no one of us 
has a chance to feel self-important. 
That has been mother's recipe.. I 
think It is original and unique and 
you are a wltnesB of Its merits." 



A French fisher man, a most Indiffer- 
ent swimmer, was knocked overboard 
In a storm twenty miles from the 
French coast, going into the briny 
with all his clothing on, including oil- 
skins and heavy rubber boots. Almost 
twenty-four hours afterward two men 
working a small boat along the 
French coast, picking up eel pots near 
the. mouth of a creek, saw what ap- 
peared to be the nude body of a 
drowned man borne toward them by 
the incoming tide. They secured the 
body with a rope and towed it ashore.

Thus freed, he floated and, the storm 
abating to a steady breeze shoreward, 
his slight swimming Bpurta were as- 
sisted in partly overcoming the ebb 
tide and he had the full benefit of two 
flood tides carrying him toward shore. 
The man said he must have lost con- 
sciousness several hours before being 
picked up, but kept afloat by Dure life 
saving instinct.

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CHAPTER I. 

The Plainsman. 
Tho man was riding just below the 
lirtnmit of the ridge, occasionally up- 
iftlng his head so as to gaze across 
.he crest, shading his eyes with one.

Both horse and rider plainly 
ixhibited signs of weariness, but

Where he rode was the very west- 
ern extreme of tho prairie country, 
billowed like the sea, and from off tho 
crest of its higher ridges, the 1 wide 
level sweep of the plains was visible, 
extending like a vast brown ocean to 
the foothills of the far-away moun- 
tains. Yet the actual commencement 
of that drear, barren expanse was 
-ttiHy--t*w-TOU€B dlBtant, while all 
about where he rode the conformation 
was Irregular, comprising narrow val- 
leys and swelling mounds, with here 
and there a sharp ravine, riven from 
the rock and invisible until one drew 
up startled at its very brink. Tho 
general trend of depression was un- 
doubtedly southward leading toward 
the valley of the Arkansas, yet irregu- 
lar ridges occasionally cut across, 
adding to the confusion. The entire 
surrounding landscape presented tho 
samo aspect, with no special object 
upon which the eye could rest for 
guidance — no tree, no upheaval of 
rock, no peculiarity of summit, no» 
snake-like trail— all about extended 
tho same dull, dead monotony of 
brown, sun-baked hills, with slightly 
greener depressions lying between, 
interspereed by patches of sand or the 
white gleam of alkali. It was a 
dreary, deserted land, parched under 
the hot summer sun, brightened by no 
vegetation, excepting sparse bunches 
of buffalo grass or an occasional 
Btunted sage bush, and disclosing no- 
whore the slightest sign of human 
habitation.

\pro beyond tlniso linos of 
jored roaming war parties.

attacking travelers on the trails, raid- 
ing exposed settlements, and occa- 
sionally venturing to try open battle 
with the small squads of armed men. 
In this stress of sudden emergency — 
every available soldier on active duty 
— civilians had been pressed into serv- 
ice, and hastily despatched to warn 
exposed settlers, guide wagon trains, 
or carry despatches between outposts. 
And thus our rider. Jack Keith, who 
knew every foot of the plains lying 
between the Republican and tho Can- 
adian rivers, was one of these thus 
suddenly requisitioned, merely be- 
cause he chanced to be discovered un- 
employed by tho harassed commander 
of a cantonment just without the en- 
virons of Carson City. Twenty min- 
utes later he was riding swiftly Into 
the northwest, bearing Important 
news to General Sheridan, commander 
of tho Department, who happened at 
that moment to be at Fort Calrnes. 
To Keith this had been merely anoth- 
er page in a career of adventure; for 
him to take his life in his hands had 
long ago become an old story. He 
had quietly performed the special 
duty allotted him, watched a squad- 
ron of troopers trot forth down the 
valley of the Republican, received the j 
hasty thanks of the peppery little gen- 
eral, and then, having nothing better 
to do, traded his horse in at the gov- 
ernment corral for a fresh mount and 
started back again for Carson City. 
For the greater portion of two nights 
and a day he had been in the saddle, 
but ho was accustomed to this, for ho 
had driven more than one bunch of 
longhorns up the Texas trail; and as 
be had slept three hours at Calrnes. 
and as his nerves were like steel, the 
thought of danger gave him slight 
concern. Ho was thoroughly tired, 
and it rested him to get out of the 
saddle, while the freshness of the 
morning air was a tonic, tho very 
breath of which made him forgetful 
of fatigue. 

After all, this was indeed the very 
sort of experience which appealed to 
him, and always had — this life of 
peril in the open, under the Btars and 
the Bky. Ho had constantly experi- 
enced It for so Jong now, eight years, 
as to make it seem merely natural. 
While ho ploughed steadily forward 
through tho shifting sand of tho cou- 
lee, his thought drifted Idly back over 
those years, and sometimes he smiled, 
and occasionally frowned, as various 
Incidents returned to memory. It had 
been a rough life, yet ono not unusual 
to those of his generation. Born of 
excellent family In tidownter Virginia, 
liis father a successful planter, his' 
mother had died .while. he was still In 
early boyhood, and ho had grown up 
cut off from all womanly influence.

.had barely attained hU majority, a

remember, and those strenuous years 
of almost ceaseless fighting, of long 
night marches, of swift, merciless 
raiding, of : lonely scouting within the 
enemy's lines, of severe wounds, 
hardship and suffering, had left their 
marks on both body and soul. His 
father had fallen on tho Hold at*Antle- 
tarn, and loft him utterly. alone in the 
world, but he had fought on grimly 
to tho end, until the last flag of the 
Confederacy had been furled. By that 
time, upon the collar of his tattored 
gray jacket appeared the tarnished in- 
signia of a captain. Tho quick tears 
dimmed his eyes even now. as he re- 
called anew that final parting follow- 
ing Appomattox, the battle-worn faces 
of his men, and his own painful Jour- 
ney homeward,- defeated,"" wounded and 
penniless. It was no homo when he 
got there, only a heap of ashes and a 
few wood-grown acres. No familiar 
face greeted him; not even a slave 
was left. 

Ho had honestly endeavored to re 
main there, to face tho- future and 
work it out nlono; ho persuaded him- 
self to feel that this was his para-." 
mount duty to tho stato, to tho mem-,, 
ory of the dead. But those very years 
of army life made such a task im- 
possible; tho dull, dead monotony of 
routine, tho loneliness, the slowness 
of results, became Intolerable. As ft 
came to thousands of his comrades,' 
the call of the West came to him, and 
at last ho yielded, and drifted toward 
the frontier. Tho life there fascinat- 
ed him, drawing him deeper and deep-' 
er into Its swirling vortex. Ho be- 
camo freighter, mall carrier, huntor, 
government scout, cowboy, foreman. 
Once he had drifted into 1 tho moun- 
tains, and took a chance in tho mlnesj 
but the wide plains called him back 
once more to their desert loneliness: 
What an utter waste it all seemed, 
now that ho looked back upon it. 
Eight years of fighting, hardship and 
rough living, and what had they 
brought him? The reputation of a 
hard rider, a daring playor at cards, 
a quick shot, a scprnor of danger, and 
a bad man to fool with — that was the 
wholo of a record hardly won. The 
man's eyes hardened, his lips sot firm- 
ly, as this truth came crushing homo. 
A pretty life story surely, ono to be 
proud of, and with probably no better 
ending than on Indian bullet, or the 
flash of a revolver in eomo barroom 
fight. 

The narrow valley along which ho 
was traveling suddenly changed Its 
direction, compelling him to climb the 
rise of tho ridge. Slightly below the 
'summit he baited. In front extended 
tho .wide expanse of tho Arkansas 
valley, a scene of splendor under tho 
golden rays of tho sun, with vivid 
contrast of colors, the gray of rocks, 
tho yellow of sand, the. brown of dis- 
tant' hills,- tho* green of vegetation, 
and tho silver sheen of tho stream 
hnlf hidden behind; the 'fringe of cot- 
tonwoods lining its banks.

But surely that 
appeared to bo tho flap of a canvas 
wagon top a little to .the right of the 
smoke, yet all was 00 far away he 
could not be certain. He stared in 
that direction a long while, shading 
his eyes with both hands, .unablo to 
decide.' Thoro were three or four mov- 
ing black dots higher up tho river, but 
so far away he could not distinguish 
whether men or animals. Only as out- 
lined against tho yellow sand dunes 
could he. tell they were advancing 
westward toward the ford. 

Decidedly puzzled by all this, yet 
determined to solve tho mystery and 
unwilling to remain hidden there un- 
til night, Keith led his horse along. the 
slant of the ridge, until he attained a 
sharp break through tho bluff leading 
down into the valley. It was a rug- 
ged gash, nearly impassable, but a 
half hour of toil won them tho lowor 
prairie, the winding path preventing 
tho slightest view of what might be 
meanwhilo transpiring below. Onco 
safely out in the valley tho river could 
no longer bo soon, whilo . barely a 
hundred yardB away, winding along 
like a great serpent, ran the deeply 
rutted trail to Santa Fe. In neither 
direction appeared any sign of human 
life. As near as ho could determine 
from those distant cotton woods out- 
lined against the sky, for the smoke 
spirals wore tod thin by then to be ob- 
served, the spot sought must be con- 
siderably to the fight of where ho bad 
emerged. With this idea In mind he 
advanced cautiously, his every sense 
alert, searching anxiously for fresh 
signs of passage or evidence of a 
wagon train having dcBertod tho beat- 
en track, and turnod south. The trail 
Itself, dUBtless and packed hard, re- 
vealed nothing, but some five hundred 
yards beyond tho ravine ho discovered 
what he sought— here two wagons had 
turned sharply to tho loft, thoir 
wheels cutting deeply enough into the 
prairlo sod to show them heavily 
laden. With tho experience of the 
border be was able to determine that 
these wagons wore drawn by mules, 
two span of each, their small hoofs 
clearly defined on tho turf, and that 
they were being driven rapidly, on n 
sharp trot as they turned, and then, 
a hundred feet further, at a slashing 
gallop. Just outsldo their trail ap- 
peared the marks of a galloping horse. 
A few rods farther along Keith came 
to a confused blur of pony tracks 
sweeping In from the east, and the 
whole story of the chaso was revealed 
as though ho had witnessed it with his 
own eyes. They must hlfvo been 
crazy, or else impelled by somo grave 
necessity, to venture along this trail 
In so small a party.

The "Dick to Dick" Letter. 
Coming to the personal side of the 
matter, Mr. Taft BayB: 

"Before closing, I desire to allude to 
a circumstance which tho terms of 
this resolution make apt and relovant 
It Is a widely published statement at- 



I was at first opposed In the public in- 
terest to granting the elimination 
which he requested, nevertheless 
through tho undue Influence of my 
brother, Mr. Charles P. Taft, and the 
disclosure of the real persons in in- 
terest, I was induced improperly and 
for the promotion of their private 
gain, to make the order.

Ho never heard of the Controller Bay 
railroad until my cablegram of Inquiry 
reached him/which, with his answer, 
Is In tho record. . 

"Mr.'Balllnger says in a telegram in 
answer to my inquiry, both of which 
are In tho record that he never re- 
ceived such. a postscript and that he 
was in Seattle on tho dato of July 13, 
when It was said to have been written. 
'•Mr. Richard S. Ryan, in a letter 
which be has _sent me without 
solicitation, nnd -which Is in tho 
record, says that he never met my 
brother, Mr. Charles P. Taft, and 
that so far as. ho knoWs Mr. Charles

Bones Stronger Than Solid Oak. 

The wonderful power of our struc- 
ture has been tested scientifically to 
show how that hollow bone bears 
strain. A very small bone, only one 
square millimetre (.0156 square Inch) 
In diameter, will hold 33 pounds in 
suspension without breaking, while a 
piece of the best oak of the same 
thickness will hold up only 22 pounds. 

The bono Is, therefore, half again as 
strong as the solid oak, thus showlug 
that nature Is economical In the 
weight given to bones, making them 
hollow, and at the same time makes 
them stronger than If they were solid 
and much heavier. The principle has 
been recognized In mechanics, en3l- 
neers using hollow steel tubes In- 
stead of solid to meet great strain.
